Scofflaws Grasp at Straws, But They’d Better Come Up With Cash 


Motorists scooped up in Pottstown’s park­ 
ing ticket scofflaw net have showed amazing 
ingenuity and resourcefulness when it comes 
to avoiding payment. 
“They’ve tried every trick in the books 
and some new ones,” said Safety Officer 
Jam es E, Rodgers, who bears the brunt of 
the fast-talking scofflaws. 


But few have succeeded. Reports show 
nine out of ten have paid, and police are 


tightening up procedures daily to insure 
there will be no future loopholes. 


Rodgers isn't talking about the fellows 
who may have pulled one over on the police. 
In fact, he hesitates to talk about the tricks 
that failed. 
“ After a few of the bad tricks were pub­ 
licized last Friday m orning, borough hall 
was a m adhouse,” Rodgers reported.

hopes of sidestepping the $7 summonses for 
the 50 cent “face value” of the tickets. 
And they don’t seem to mind that it is 
printed in black and white that the dodge 
won’t work. 


“ They’ll try anything once, even if 
we come right out and say we aren’t 
going to listen to It,” Rodgers addled. 


In a few cases the police had to give 


the scofflaw the benefit of the doubt. Rodgers 
isn’t elaborating on the circumstances. 
But he did tell of many tricks that fail. 
Many scofflaws, when they receive the 
$7 
summonses, dig 
out the unpaid 
fine 
envelope, put 50 cents in it, and drop it in a 
street box. 
Then they go to borough hall and say,, “ I 
put this in the fine box already.” 


Sorry chum, but once you are on the 


mailing list, it’s too late to try that one. 


The box-tapping schedule has been in­ 
creased to once a day; and the scofflaw, 
feigning outrage at the treatment accorded 
him at borough hall, gels his change back and 
has to go see Justice of the Peace Donald 
Paolucci about the $7' fine.

He had a scintillating reputation in 
his home bailiwick, but had no State-wide 
recognition.

politician.

Clark, a Dem ocrat,

either, but he most likely will announce for 
a third term after this 
y ea r’s 
November 
elections. He said of his plans to run again: 
“ That certainly is a very ‘iffy’ question. But 
no m ore so than it has been.” 
He is a good vote 
getter, 
and

D em ocrats .haven’t advanced

nam e. 
So they probably want him

seek re-election. 
The Senator earlier this week adm itted

“ I can assure you the Presi­ 
dent is not going to cease his 
attem pt to find some meeting 
ground

Johnson's Feb. 8 letter to Ho. 
made public Tuesday, proposed 
a halt in U.S. bombing of North 
Vietnam and a f r e e z e on 
U.S. troop levels in South Viet­ 
nam in return for an end to 
North. Vietnam ’s infiltration into 
South Vietnam. 
This could pave the 
way, 
Johnson said, for direct U.S.- 
North Vietnamese “ serious and 
private discussions leading to­ 
ward an early peace.” 
In fact, the pretalk conditions 
suggested by Johnson would if 
accepted go a long way toward 
peace in them selves. This is 
because the conditions deal with 
basic issues. 
From the U.S. standpoint, the 
m ain reason American forces 
went to South Vietnam was to 
prevent aggression from North 
Vietnam. 
If the Reds agreed to stop in­ 
filtra ton into South Vietnam., as 
a prelude to peace talks, the 
negotiators would be off to a 
running start with a m ajor de- 
escalation of the fighting al­ 
ready behind them. 
Washington 
authorities 
con­ 
tend publicly — though some 
dispute them — that with North 
Vietnamese forces and supplies 
out of South Vietnam, the South 
Vietnamese 
them selves 
could 
cope with what rem ains of the 
guerrilla problem. 
Johnsons 
secret letter 
and 
the four prelim inary U.S. m es­ 
sages to Hanoi early this year 
mark the main U.S. peace a t­ 
tem pt since combat. GIs first 
landed in South Vietnam two 
years ago.

In early 1966, Johnson dis­ 
patched 
high-level 
em issaries 
around the world on highly pub­ 
licized 
peace-seeking

during s 37-day bombing pause. 
But U.S. strategists did not an­ 
ticipate then, as they did this 
tim e, that the U.S.

For Visit to ‘Stripes’ . . .

Dear Dr. Cecil W. II a nr ox,: Seasoned Ira vel­ 
era like you may exclaim : 


if SO THIS IS JAPAN! It is an eye-opener! 
Ten sailing days from San Francisco, the 
China Bear was steaming toward Yokohama, 
and its first landfall. A 
yellow moon was over the 
mountains. 
As the 
moon set

5:40 a.m ., one of the most 
m ajestic

Orient greeted us. Forty- 
seven 
miles 
away,

last eruption in 1707, this sacred mountain 
has been less tem peram ental.

The 
pilgrims w ear white costum es as they com e 
to pay hom age to the m ountain and to see 
the sun as it comes up from the horizon over 
and above the clouds.

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Small Units of GIs Frequently Ambushed by Viet Cong 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Much of 
the fighting in Vietnam erupts 
suddenly 
when 
a 
relatively 
small American unit is hit by 
the Viet Cong who momentarily 
enjoy all the advantages. Here 
is the story of one such action, 
by a correspondent 
who was 
with a dozen U.S. infantrymen.

“There’s another,” someone 
else said, indicating a clump of 
dirt and bamboo to the left. 
The squad, part of the U.S. 1st 
Infantry Division, 
was sepa­ 
rated by 50 yards of dense jun­ 
gle and bamboo from another 
unit on the edge of War Zone C 
— where 50 yards can mean 15 
minutes of hacking and crawl­ 
ing.

More men were hit and there 


were repeated calls of “medic, 
medic; hey, over here.” 
Spec. 5 Jose Gonzales of San 
Juan, P.R., crawled forward. A 
second lieutenant ran by him, 
crouched over. 
“Get down, lieutenant, get 
down,” Gonzales cried as he 
began pulling the most seriously 
wounded man back. 
The lieutenant grabbed anoth­ 
er w’ounded man and, crou­ 
ching, began moving backward 
toward the American firing line. 
A Viet Cong bullet hit the 
young officer in the throat and 
he dropped, dying. An ROTC 
officer new to the Army, he had 
been in Vietnam a month. He 
had seen his first and last ac­ 
tion. 
Enemy bullets ripped through 
the bamboo, dropping slivers 
covered with red ants onto the 
prone Americans as they blas­ 
ted machine gun and automatic 
weapon fire into the Viet Cong 
bunkers. 
“Ammo,” a corporal called. 
“Get some ammo up here.” 
From the right flank came 
word: 
“We’ve only got 30 rounds of 
machinegun left, Sarge.” 
“You’re gonna be all right, 
Georgie,” 1st Sgt. Bud E. Sikes 
of Gilbertown, Ala., said to one 


of the wounded. 
“You’re damn right 
we're 
going to make it, us guys from 
Georgia,” the wounded 
man 
answered. 
*

From somewhere to the rear 
came help. An officer called 
over his radio: 
“ Medics up. All the medics to 
this position,” 
Sgt. Billy W. Walker of Flo­ 
rence, Ala., led in a platoon to 
cover recovery of the dead and 
wounded. He blazed away with 
an AR15 commando assault ri­ 
fle. 
More of the wounded came 
back, some under their own 
power. One clawed his way inch 
by inch, dragging a shattered 
leg. 
A couple more wounded lay 
near the lieutenant’s body. 
“Okay, damn it, some of you 
men get out there,” Sikes said. 
“We re not leaving one wounded 
man or a weapon for old Char­ 
lie.” 
Enemy fire continued to rip 
just over the pinned down GIs, 
mowing down the bamboo. 
Sikes shouted: “We’re getting 
low. Get where you can see and 
conserve ammo.” 
“Get where you can see” 
meant exposing yourself to fire. 


Sikes prowled the line in a half- 
crouch. 
He 
was 
slightly 
wounded in the back by shrap­ 
nel, but refused to get down. 
By now the company com­ 
mander and his radio man had 
worked their wav up to the be­ 
leaguered position. The com­ 
mander called for smoke gre­ 
nades to mark the position so 
artillery fire could begin. Then 
the earth trembled. 
“Okay, everyone pull back 
and leave them (the Viet Cong) 
for the artillery,” a sergeant 
called. 
The wounded and dead had 
been dragged back 50 yards by 
now. Litters made from tree 
limbs and ponchos were rigged 
for those who could not walk.

“ walked” just behind the Amer­ 
icans as they pulled back to­ 
ward 
a 
huge 
bomb crater, 
where the blast had opened a 
big enough hole in the jungle to 
permit a helicopter lift of the 
wounded.

The financing proposals, 'which 
are subject to final approval at 
the com mission’s next meeting 
April 26. would not go into ef­ 
fect until July 1, 1970.

The proposals and the yearly 
revenue anticipated from each 
are a: 
— Increasing operator license 
fees from $4 to $8 ($14.6 million).

registrations 


'from $12 to $24 ($55.2 million). 
Registrations m ust be renewed 
every year. 
— Increasing the registrations 
of all other vehicles, including 
trucks and buses, approximately 
50 per cent. ($25 million). 
—Increasing diesel fuel tax 
from 7 cents to 9 cents per gal­ 
lan ($5.7 million).
